Dear F. T., 

The structures you describe. are all mol- 
luscan egg-masses. Most. of the marine snails 
and all the*sea slugs or nudibranchs lay their 
eggs in groups protected by 
some type of capsule or 
simply in masses of jelly.

The brightly colored bands, particularly the 
lacy ribbonmlike_masses, are almost certainly 
the eggs of sea-sitgs._ These shelj-less molluscs

produce great numbers, of eggs imbedded in 
strands of jelly attached to sea-weeds, rocks 
or on almost any submerged structure that 
will act as support. 

As the ribbon-like mass is spewed out from 
the reproductive opening it is often placed 
in “position by a weaving movement of the 
head which adds to the lacy appearance of 
the completed structure. 

The dog-whelks or oyster-drills, the tritons 
and other conventional-lodking snails lay their 
eggs in capsules, each one made of a parch- 
ment-like material and in a shape that is char- 
acteristic for each species. Some capsules are 
about the size and shape of a grain of wheat 
some are like a small kernel of corn. All are 
attached to a support by a thin but tough stalk 
end they are often arranged in .whorls or 
orderly ranks

Even more curious is the egg-mass of our 
largest of all species, the moon snail. This 
mollusc with the grapefruit.sized shell imbeds 
its eggs in a sheet of mucus which becomes 
impregnated with sand to form a collar-like 
structure 6 to 7 inches in diameter.

The one certainty is that there exists 
a state’ of international unease. The 
United States, which along with Britain 
is proprietor of one of the world’s two 
major reserve currencies, has formally 
recognized this, Treasury Secretary 
Hehry Fowler on July 10 surprised in- 
ternational monetary circles by calling, 
on behalf of President Johnson, for the 
‘first world monetary conference since 
the present international monetary sys- 
tem was set up at Bretton Woods in 1944. 
Now _Mr, Fowler is in Paris, head- 
quarters of official opposition to early 
reform of the system that has served 
the non-Communist world: for two dec- 
ades. He will meet finance ministers 
and central bank chiefs of six European 
countries before returning to Washington 
from London. on September 10.

Danger of Failure 

Mr. Fowier, in his initial announce- 
ment, stressed fhe danger of calling a 
formal conference and having it fail.

FROM MELBOURNE 


MELBOURNE — Mr, John McEwen; 
deputy prime minister and leader 
of the Farmers’ party, has been pointing 
afresh to what he regards as the peril 
of letting a large slice of Australian 
industry fall into overseas hands.

Aus- 
tralians, he went on, should make over- 
seas investors more aware of their desire 
to participate in foreign investments. 
Some overseas capital was clearly essen- 
tial to national development but he had 
been “rocked” by the passage of much 
food manufacture into overseas owner- 
ship and he was thoroughly unhappy 
about the extent to which oil scarch 
rights had passed into foreign hands, 
though he realized that Australian capital 
was not available.

They range from as little as 
50 cents an hour.to.as much as 
we an hour. 

—The_biggest-areas of etsgbe 
ment are logging and sawmills, 
the wholesale and retail trade, 
manufacturing and offices. 

The minimum wage in these 
employee groups is $1-an hour, 
but in three of them—wholesale 
and retail, manufacturing and 
offices—this rate is payable only 
in the fourth month after start- 
ing at 85 cents. 

The minimums are set by the 
Board of Industrial Relations, 
an eight-member group headed 
by the deputy labor minister,

Last year, 595 companies were 
involved in investigations cov- 
ering 1,904 persons under the 
Male and Female Minimum 
Wage Acts.
